THE  GENERAL  MEMBERSHIP  SPRING  1978  MEETING  of  the  NATIONAL  SCRIP 
COLLECTORS  ASSOCIATION  was  held  on  SATURDAY,  MAY  6,  1978,  at  1:00  P.M. 
at  the  Holiday  Inn,  Fairmont,  West  Virginia.  Following  the  opening  prayer. 

President  John  Fliss  announced  the  presence  of  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  All  persons  present  were-  introduced  and  it  was  noted  that  the  following 
states  were  represented:  West  Virginia,  Pennsylvania,  Kentucky,  Maryland, .Ohio, 
Tennessee  and  Virginia. 

A  special  program  on  coal  tokens  was  presented  by  Gordon  Dodrill  of  Pittsburgh. 
He  noted  some  of  his  travels  seeking  coal  tokens  and  the  history  of  the  mines  back 
at  the  beginning  of  the  coa!  token  search  in  1967. 

Secretary  Walter  Caldwell  reported  on  the  current  membership  of  the  organization 
noting  that  approximately  100  members  have  not  renewed.  He  noted  that  the  new 
brochures  are  bringing  in  many  new  members  and  that  the  organization  is  now 
international-  a  dues  and  book  order  having  been  received  from  Toyko,  Japan.  For 
signing  the  most  new  members  during  the  past  year,  a  special  Membership  Trophy  was 
presented  to  W.  E.  Williams  of  Oak  Ridge,  Tennessee «,  Williams  announced  that  a 
special  NSCA  goal  for  the  coming  year  would  be  for  each  member  to  sign  one  new 
member  to  double  the  membership.  Special  information  on  the  membership  drive  will 
be  announced  in  future  issues  of  the  bulletin. 

Treasurer  Walter  Caldwell  reported  on  the  club  balance  and  a  special  report  is 
hereby  made  a  matter  of  the  minutes  of  this  meeting  and  will  be  mailed  to  all 
members  in  the  next  issue  of  the  bulletin.

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VMRD  WV  -  1870  TO  1978

For  quite  ^ome  time,  collectors  hove  been  asked  to  tell  a 
story  about  their  favorite  piece  of  scrip,  how  they  began  col¬ 
lecting,  their  favorite  set  of  scrip  or  about  a  mini-collection. 
This  is  my  story  about  a  complete  set  of  metal  scrip  used  in  a 
town  in  and  around  v/hich  I  lived  for  some  seventeen  years.  This 
is  the  story  of  Ward,  Kanawha  County,  West  Virginia  from  the  year 
of  1870  to  today,  with  emphasis  being  given  to  the  scrip  used 
from  1920  to  1931. 

It  was  late. summer  in  1934  (August)  when  my  family  moved  to 
Ward.  At  this  time,  Kellys  Creek  Colliery  Company  was  the  name 
of  the  coal  operation  at  Ward.  The  section  of  the  community  in 
which  we  first  lived  was  known  as  Five  Mile.  Coal  towns  were 
known  around  this  time  and  earlier  for  having  their  different 
groups  of  workers  living  in  certain  parts  of  the  town. 

Usually,  the  company  upper  echelon  lived  in  a  section  of 
better  houses  near  the  store,  office  and  other  community  buil¬ 
dings  in  the  center  of  the  town,  lesser  administrative  workers 
would  live  nearby.  This  group  would  include  mine  foremen,  fire 
bosses,  chief  electrician,  engineers,  trainmen  and  other  similar 
positions.  The  coal  mining  labor  force  would  then  live  in  the 
houses  outside  of  this  central  area  of  the  town, 

A  few  of  the  houses  in  which  the  coal  loaders  or  hourly 
wage  earners  would  live  were  of  similar  construction  as  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  support  staff;  but,  in  most  coal  towns  the  houses 
for  laborers  were  of  the  "Jenny  Lind"  type  of  construction. 

Many  of  our  readers  would  recognize  this  kind  of  house  which 
was  usually  constructed  of  rough  lumber,  laid  over  2*  x  4" 
boards  laid  lengthwise.  The  2x4 ' s  were  covered  by  1"  x  12" 
boards,  with  a  small  crack  showing  where  boards  joined.  These 
cracks  were  covered  by  1"  x  3"  strips  of  rough  lumber.  The 
houses  were  usually  painted  red,  white  or  gray,  with  the  paint 
not  lasting  for  any  length  of  time 

Where  money  was  a  factor  in  providing  houses,  the  Jenny 
Lind  houses  would  be  in  evidence.  However  some  companies  had 
pride  in  their  communities  and  regular  housing  would  be  provided. 
Ward  provided  both  types  of  houses. 

Within  the  total  housing  for  laborers,  sections  were  provided 
for  ethnic  origins  or  nationality  groups.  Ward,  at  this  time, 
had  colorful  names  for  its  town  sections.  The  part  in  v/hich  the 
top  level  and  supportive  staff  lived  was  known  as  the  "circle." 
Above  the  store  and  office  were  located  Four  Mile  and  Bad 
Bottom,  in  the  lower  part  of  Five  Mile  hollow.  A  branch  off  of 
Kellys  Creek  further  up  Five  Mile  was  known  as  Dead  Man's  hollow. 
At  the  head  of  the  Five  Mile  branch  was  Ho.  6  camp.  The  school

Below  the  main  company  store  complex  were  other  housing  sections, 
such  as  the  Graded  School  and  4-0  areas.  Behind  the  company's  ser¬ 
vice  station  was  " Big  Hollow"  to  the  right  and  down  to  the  left  on 
ana  along  the  Mammoth  railroad  tracks  was  "Newtown,"  built  about 
1921.

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The  Ingle-Schierloh  Company  scrip,  which  had  the  West  Virginia 
"LAW"  on  the  reverse,  was  in  use  at  the  time  we  arrived  at  Ward. 
Lester  Ridenour,  the  ordering  official,  had  specified  this  to  the 
Layton  credit  system  concern.  This  type  of  scrip  supposedly  was 
"PAYABLE  IN  CASH  ON  PAY  LAYS  WHEN  DUE  TO  THE  EMPLOYEE  TO  WHOM 
ISSUED. n  The  scrip  was  solid,  with  an  engraved  KCC  across  its 
face.  Although  the  scrip  said  Kellys  Creek  Supply  Co.,  the  coal 
company  was  Kellys  Creek  Colliery.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  parent  Valley  Camp  Coal  Co.  had  Pennsylvania  background,  al¬ 
though  its  main  office  was  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  At  Ward,  you 
could  use  the  scT’ip  at  both  its  "circle  store"  and  the  smaller 
store  at  "Five  Mile."  A  few  years  before  we  moved  to  Ward,  the 
company  operated  a  store  at  Cedar  Grove  for  its  employees  there. 


As  1  .remember  it,  the  store  manager's  name  at  Five  Mile  was 
Knight.  He  had  twin  sons  around  my  age  and  I  often  played  with 
them  in  the  neighborhood.  His  management  predecessors  were 
Shirley  Crowder  (1928-3?)  and  Pennington  Spruce  (1933-34).  The 
Knights  moved  to  Charlton  Heights  in  later  years. 


The  mines  at  Ward  had  opened  up  many  years  earlier  than  our 
appearance  on  the  scene,  in  the  early  1890 's.  The  first  houses 
were  then  built  to  serve  the  workers  of  the  new  town.  The  rea¬ 
son  for  the  late  date  of  opening  mines  near  the  head  of  Kellys 
Creek  was  simple,  the  developers  had  to  await  the  building  of  a 
railroad  In  order  to  have  transportation  outlet  other  than  the 
Kanawha  River. 


Down  the  creek,  at  Big  Mountain  (located  one  mile  above  the 
town  of  Cedar  Grove),  mining  had  begun  in  1891.  Joseph  Pirrung 
was  superintendent  of  this  early  operation  and  Andy  P.  Shearer 
was  the  mine  boss.  The  owners  of  this  operation  used  the  river 
(Kanawha)  for  its  transportation  outlet.  The  town  of  Cedar  Grove 
was  a  pioneer  settlement  in  the  Kanawha  Valley. 

Lard  Hudnall,  for  whom  the  town  was  named,  was  one  of  the 
early  pioneers  in  the  Kelly’s  Creek  area.  He  staked  out  a  claim 
up  Five  Mile  branch  of  Kelly's  Creek  around  1870  and  farmed  for 
several  years.  However,  Iludnall  never  registered  his  homestead 
and  the  coal  company  took  over  the  land  after  Hudnall' s  death. 

Much  of  this  Information  concerning  the  early  history  of  Ward 
was  furnished  by  the  great  nephew  of  'Ward  Hudnall,  my  ex-boss 
Everette  R.  Hudnall.  Everette  was  office  manager  (  or  chief  clerk) 
for  Kellys  Creek  Colliery  Company  for  many  years  and  was  auditor 
for  the  W.  Va.  Department  of  Highways  until  his  recent  retirement. 


) 


Cominercial  raining  on  Kelly’s  Creek  had  to  await  the  building 
of  a  railroad,  by  the  Kanawha  and  Michigan,  earlier  known  as  the 
Toledo  &  Ohio  Central.  This  came  in  1893  and  the  coming  saw  small 
operations  being  established  by  the  Staunton  Coal  Co.  and  the 
United  Coal  Company.  In  1895,  J.  W.  Dawson  organized  the  Kelly’s 
Creek  Coal  Mining  Co.,  but  he  sold  out  his  large  interest  in  the 
company  in  a  few  years  as  he  went  to  Southwest  Virginia  to  build 
the  Lake  Erie  and  Lick  Creek  Railroad. 

Dawson  had  earlier  been  connected  with  the  Kanawha  &  Michigan 
R.  R.  from  1882  to  1895  in  .every  position  up  to  superintendent. 
Before  Dawson  left  the  Virginia-Kentuoky  railroad  project,  he 
organized  the  Dawson  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  In  1903,  he  returned  to  the 
Kanawha  District  to  construct  the  Kelly's  Creek  &  Western  Railway. 
It  was  at  this  time  that  he  organized  the  Kellys  Creek  Colliery 
Company.  He  remained  at  Ward  as  General  Manager  until  ho  sold  out 
to  Valley  Camp  Coal  Co.  in  1917.  Scrip  used  by  these  early  coal 
commissaries  wan  of  the  paper  variety,  with  "punch  outs"  and 
coupons  being  used.

In  1920,  metal  scrip  made  its  appearance  as  the  Insurance 
Credit  System  tokens  wen  +  into  circulation.  The  scrip  featured 
a  design  "punch." 

When  Valley  Camp  took  over  the  company  operations,  they  began 
to  expand  and  thus  attracted  more  workers  to  mine  the  coal.  In 
1919,  General  Manager  H.  L.  Schweinburg  had  an  attractive  Community 
Church  completed  as  a  condition  of  his  coming  to  the  Kanawha  area, 
less  than  two  years  later,  many  new  houses  were  constructed  to 
serve  the  increasing  number  of  employees. 

At  about  this  time,  baseball  became  an  important  activity  in 
the  community  as  the  coal  company  hired  athletes  to  work  and  play 
baseball.  Stories  of  the  Ward  baseball  team  of  the  early  1920's 
soon  became  legends.  Games  with  Watt  Powell's  Charleston  Senators 
were  recounted  almost  every  time  a  group  of  workers  would  get 
together.  Large  crowds  sa w  the  Ward  team  at  home  and  followed 
them  when  they  played  on  the  road. 

The  intense  rivalry  with  'Watt  Powell's  Senators  always  saw 
large  crowds  at  the  local  ball  park.  Ward  beat  the  Capital  City 
team  about  as  often  as  they  lost  to  them.  The  worst  Ward  ever 

beat  Charleston  was  12-6;  however,  the  score  grew  with  the  pass¬ 
ing  of  the  years  until  it  had  reached  about  26-3.  Ward  had  a 
pitcher  by  the  name  of  "lefty"  Huett  who  defeated  Charleston  on 
a  Saturday  afternoon  by  a  1-0  margin.  Later  the  same  day,  "Lefty" 
went  into  town  to  talk  about  his  great  skill.  He  bragged  that  he 
could  beat  the  Senators  the  next  day.  Persons  in  the  large  crowd 
watching  the  usual  poker  game,  as  well  as  some  players,  took  him 
up  on  the  bet.  On  Sunday  Huett  pitched  again  and  won  over  the 
Senators  by  a  2-1  count.  "Lefty"  won  $2,800  on  the  game,  quite 
a  sum  for  the  times.

J  '1  l earn  had  Homer  Hudson  at 


Shorty  Allman  on  second,  Mahre  Stark  was  catcher,  with 
Huett,  George  Tucker  or  Harry  Crowder  pitching.  Other  players  on 
the  team  .included  "Wheat"  Orcutt,  Bud  "Teller  Hide"  Dearien,  Fred 
"Sheriff"  Blake,  Eddie  Kuhn,  Dutch  Hess,  "Dad"  Snedegar  and  Jimmy 
Jones.  Allman  was  captain  of  the  team  managed  by  Jack  Snurr. 


Several  of  Ward's  players  went  on  to  play  in  the  "big  leagues. 
Included  among  these  were  Dearien,  Blake  and  Snedegar.  Others 
on  the  team,  such  as  Tucker,  were  said  to  be  of  this  calibre,  but 
low  pay  and  family  reasons  held  them  back  .from  such  an  attempt. 

The  Ward  ball  park  was  located  near  the  cemetery  and  a  few  balls 
were  hit  over  the  fence  Into  the  cemetery  some  430  feet  away.

I  remember  many  colorful  stories  which  were  told  to  me  by  Joe 
fields  and  Davis  Barnette  about  these  great  Ward  teams.  Joe  lost 
his  legs  in  a  mine  accident  and  earned  much  of  his  family’s  lively- 
hood  by  buying  and  selling  Ward  scrip  in  the  community.  His  wife 
\v  is  employed  in  the  company  store  for  several  years.  As  I  recall, 
the  company  allowed  yields  to  deal  in  scrip.  Joe  bought  scrip 
for  seventy  cents  and  sold  it  for  seventy-five.  Barnette  had  a 
rood  knowledge  of  the  ball  club  because  he  served  as  the  batboy 
for  many  years,  during  the  early  1920's. 


Also  remembered  is  an  employee  by  the  name  of  Robert  Adams, 
who  had  unusual  experiences  while  umpiring  baseball  games.  When 
fans  didn't  agree  with  Adams'  close  calls,  he  'would  simply  quit 
and  walk  off  the  field.  This  was  the  safest  thing  to  do  as  coal 
company  crowds  were  known  for  their  "boisterousness. "  1  did 

the  same  thing  later  when  I  was  calling  bases  in  a  Ward -Crown 
Hill  game  around  1949.  Boy,  the  crowd  at  Handley  didn't  like 
my  calling  a  couple  of  the  Crown  Hill  players  out.  Naturally, 
they  believed  the  players  were  safe. 

J.  A.  Paisley,  steamship  company  owner  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
was  president  of  Valley  Camp  Coal  Co.,  as  well  as  general  manager. 
P.  W.  Mriser  served  as  treasurer  and  H.  E.  Kinloeh  was  general 
superintendent  and  purchasing  agent  for  many  years.  Pennsylvania 
operations  included  the  Kinloeh  Mine  at  Parnassus  in  Westmoreland 
County,  Valley  Camp  ./I  near  New  Kensington  (Westmoreland),  and 
the  Soudan  Mine  at  Van  Voorhis  in  'Washington  County. 


The  West  Virginia  mines  were  in  Marion,  Monongalia,  Ohio, 
hall  and  Kanawha  Counties.  Operations  near  Morgantown  included 
Oonnelsville  By-Product  Co.  at  Pursglove  and  Kelly* s  Creek 

at  Maid  svi.  lie.  Jn  Marion  County,  but  on  the  Mo  non- 
r,alia  County  line,  was  found  the  Morgantown  Gas  Coal  Co.  A  192 P 
or  1929  Valley  Camp  publicity  brochure  notes  this  operation  fur¬ 
nished  transportation  for  its  workers  between  the  mine  and  the 
village  of  Scottdale,  which  was  across  the  river.  Ohio  County  had 
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dclphia.  In 
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At  Ward,  the  Kelly's  Creek  Colliery  operated  from  three  to 
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Marshall  County  there  were  mines  at  Glendale  and 
The  operating  company  here  was  Glendale  Gas  Coal 


It  was  a  large  company  (Valley  Camp),  with  its  own  fleet  of 
ships  as  well  as  those  of  the  Paisley  Line.  The  ships  carried 
Valley  Camp  coal  to  markets  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  to  coastal 
towns  from  Virginia  to  Boston.  It  owned  60,189  acres  of  coal  and 
had  a  recoverable  tonnage  of  495,000,000  net  tons  as  of  1990. 

In  1924,  a  new  brick  junior  high  school  was  completed  to  go 
along  with  the  new  houses  of  the  left  side  of  Kelly's  Creek.  The 
section  was  known  as  "Newtown"  for  many  years.  The  town  also 
had  a  brick  Graded  School  to  go  along  with  the  relatively  new 
(1924)  Community  Building.  When  the  second  wooden  store  burned  in 
1927,  the  Community  Building  became  the  new  store.  This  store 
burned  while  1  worked  for  the  company  in  1947.  For  a  few  weeks 
we  operated  out  of  the  gym  at  the  Junior  High,  until  new  off iced 
were  devised  in  the  Club  Mouse.  A  new  light-yellow  brick  store 
was  built  almost  exactly  where  the  old  one  was  located.  Later, 
the  offices  and  commissary  were  moved  to  Shrewsbury  where  they  are 
today. 


The  original  Ward  store  building,  a  wooden  one,  was  at  the 
mouth  of  Mill  Hollow,  where  the  Mt.  Zion  Baptist  Church  was  in 
later  years.  It  served  the  early  Kelly's  Creek  Mining  Co.  and 
for  a  short  period,  the  Kelly's  Creek  Colliery  Co.  The  changing 
location  for  the  mines  and  houses  brought  a  quick  change  in  the 
locati on . 


The  old  wooden  theatre,  fountain  and  early  grade  school 
were  destroyed  by  fire  in  1939,  while  we  were  living  in  the 
bottom  below  the  Graded  School.  The  old  buildings  were  quickly 
replaced  by  spanking  new  brick  structures,  independent  yet  all 
together  under  the  same  roof.  The  theatre  was  my  hangout  for 
the  1 940 ' s  dh  i  ca rly  1 9 50 ' s . 

1  also  remember  watching  poker  games  under  the  back  porch  of 
the*  store  and  beneath  the  supply  house,  not  far  from  the  service 
station.  As  plentiful  as  the  scrip  was  burin;  this  period,  T  had 
a  difficult  time  completing  the  mini-collection.  It  tool:  me  some 
eight  years  to  accomplish  the  feat. 


The  colid  scrip  made  by  the  Tng] o-Schierloh  Company,  with 
KCC  engraved  on  the  obverse,  was  used  from  1925  to  1936.  At  this 
date,  the  change  of  the  scrip  made  by  Osborne  Register  Co.  was 
made.  This  scrip  used  Valley  Camp  Stores  Co.  on  the  obverse. 

Some  of  the  Northern  W.  Va.  and  Pa.  stores  had  already  made  the 
changeover  earlier.  Kelly’s  Creek  Supply  at  Maidsville  and  the 
Elm  Grove  Stores  were  examples  of  Valley  Camp  commissaries  who 
had  converted.  Thus,  at  these  stores,  Oreo  1  -  Pat.  Pend.  -  had 
already  beem  in  use  for  a  short  period  of  time.  Kelly’s  Creek 
Supply  Co.  at  Ward  began  using  the  Valley  Camp  Stores  scrip  as 
of  Oreo  2  -  Reg.  U.  S.  Pat.  Off.  -  in  1936. 

Valley  Camp  Coal  Co.  (or  earlier  Kelly's  Creek  Colliery)  also 
managed  operations,  including  stores,  for  other  companies.  The 
Coalburg  Colliery  Corporation  at  Ronda  was  so  managed  in  the  late 
1920's  and  early  1930's.  This  was  the  reason  for  the  change  from 
Coalburg  Colliery  Co.  to  Coalburg  Colliery  Corp.  Valley  Camp  also 
managed  the  Coalburg-Kanawha  Mining  Co.  in  later  years.  The 
reason  for  the  management  at  Ronda  was  that  the  Appalachian  Power 
Co.  had  acquired  the  Coalburg  Colliery  property  from  the  John  Q. 
Dickinson  interests. 

There’s  not  too  much  of  Ward  remaining  today,  only  eleven 
houses  still  in  use.  The  reason  was  that  there  was  a  clause  in 
the  coal  property  lease  which  stated  that  the  mining  company  would 
restore  the  land  to  its  original  condition.  Too  bad,  because  many 
nice  homes  could  have  been  sold  to  persons  who  lived  in  them. 

The  noise  from  the  old  steam  engines  running  up  and  down  the 
hollow,  witn  its  unique  whistle,  lingers  only  in  the  minds  of 
people  who  have  lived  and  worked  there.  The  trains  took  coal  to 
the  river  tipple  at  Cedar  Grove  as  v/ell  as  to  the  main  line  of  the 
Kanawha  and  Michigan  and  later  New  York  Central  Railroad  for 
domestic  and  steam  use.  Gone  too  is  the  noise  from  large  athletic 
crowds  who  watched  ball  games  at  Ward. 

Coal  town  life  was  unique,  with  many  of  the  young  people  get¬ 
ting  an  education  in  order  to  "get  out.”  Many  othe  young  people 
remained  with  the  way  of  life  to  get  out  the  Black  Diamonds  for 
the  eager  energy  markets  of  'the  world.  The  town  of  Ward  began  its 
decline  around  1950,  when  the  houses  were  torn  down  after  miners 
."•e tired  or  moved  av/ay.  The  operating  office  and  store  were  moved 
to  Shrewsbury  around  this  time.

During  one  of  the  "bull  sessions"  at  the  Fairmont  meeting,  a  question  was 
asked  about  the  oldest  known  coal  mine  scrip. 


The  Crooke  Coa!  &  Mining  Co.,  Glen  Mary  (Scott  Co.)  Tennessee  - 
Edklns'  Catalog  Number  1133A25  and  1133A100  -  has  a  1881  date,  thus, 
this  has  to  be  one  of  the  oldest  coal  tokens  known.  From  the  same  town, 
the  Gien  Mary  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  has  dated  tokens  of  1894  and  1902. 


It  Is  my  opinion  that  the  "Pioneer  Coal  Co."  (Edklns*  Number  1757  - 
Malden,  Kancrwha  County,  West  Va.)  qualifies  as  the  "most  likely"  can¬ 
didate  for  the  first  coal  scrip  honors.  This  opinion  is  based  on  corres¬ 
pondence  between  the  late  J.  H.  Cassells  of  Charleston  and  the  Curator 
of  the  West  Virginia  University  Library  dated  In  1966,  a  copy  of  which 
Is  In  my  files.  Mr.  Charles  Shetler,  the  Library  Curator  advised  that 
the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  on  March  1,  1856  (before  West  Va. 
became  a  state)  passed  an  Act  incorporating  the  Pioneer  Mining  and 
Manufacturing  Company  In  *T>e  County  of  Kanawha,  One  of  the  Incor¬ 
porators  was  Nicholas  Fltzhugh.  The  old  records  also  Indicate  that 
a  coal  convention  was  held  on  September  15,  1855,  and  one  of  the 
representatives  present  was  N.  Fltzhugh  of  the  Pioneer  Coa!  Company 
(History  of  Charleston  and  Kanawha  County  by  W.  S.  Laldley).  The 
Kanawha  County  Court  records  further  Indicate  In  1853  "An  agreement 
concerning  the  purchase  of  real  estate  by  N.  Fltzhugh  (and  others)  which 
was  described  "a  tract  or  parcel  of  land  known  as  the  Dead  property... 
being  the  same  property  formerly  purchased  by  John  Roget,  Jr..."  The 
old  records  for  1871  show  a  Lease  of  218  acres  of  coa!  land,  mines, 
railroads,  houses,  store  room,  sawmill,  etc.  on  Campbell's  Creek  and 
one  mine  operated  for  the  use  of  the  Pioneer  Furnace  (  a  salt  furnace 
close  by  the  Lorena  Furnace  and  Snow  Hill  furnaces  ?).  This  Lease 
was  between  Lewis  Ruffner  and  R.  C.  M.  Lovell. 


While  this  does  not  date  the  exact  year  of  the  use  of  the  Pioneer  Coal 
Co.  tokens,  the  die  work  on  the  tokens  appears  to  be  of  the  same  design 
as  that  on  the  Lorena  Furnace  tokens  now  under  study  by  scholars  In  the 
Civil  War  Token  group. 


Perhaps  I  should  make  a  distinction  between  paper  and  metal  coal  Items. 
The  reference  In  this  concerns  metal  tokens  since  there  are  paper  Items 
that  date  back  before  the  metal  tokens.  Regardless,  this  Is  a  topic  that 
could  be  the  basis  of  additional  research  by  members  of  our  organization. 
For  the  present,  I  will  go  with  "Pioneer  Coal  Co."  os  the  oldest  metal 
coa!  scrip  tokens.....
